Mrs. Albert Bobbitt of 3849 
Delmar boulevard alleged that, 
while guests were being entertaine l 
in her home, McHugh and Kenyon 
entered, represented themselves to 
be city detectives and proceeded to, 
search the house, and that after 
their departure a purse, containing; 
money, was missed from a bureau 
drawer. McHugh and Kenyon gave 
bond on this charge 

The police records show that Me- | 
Hugh, on May 14 last, was sen-| 
tenced, in Judge Falkenhainer'’s | 
criminal division of the Cireyit 
Court. to serve one year in the work- 
house. on a charge of assault with 
intent to kill, the assault having been 
committed on a saloonkeeper, with 
a beer boitle.

Constitution of League of Nations, 
to Be Read by the President Today 


By the Associated Press. 


"ARIS, Feb. 14. 

T the plenary session of the 
A prettminary peace confer- 

ence this afternoon at 3:30 
p. m. at the Quai d'Orsay, Pres- 
ident Wilson, as chairman of the 
commission on the league of na- 
tions, will read and explain the 
following report: 

“Covenant. 

“Preamble—In order to pro- 
mote international co-operation 
and to secure international peace 
and security by the acceptance 
of obligations not to resort to 
war, by the prescription of open, 
just and honorable relations be- 
tween nations, by the firm es- 
tablishment of the understand- 
ings of international !aw as the 
actual rule of conduct amorg 
Governments, and by the main- 
tenance of justice and a scru- 
pulous respect for all treaty ob- 
ligations in the dealings of or- 
ganized people with one anoth- 
er, the Powers signatory to this 
covenant adopt this constitution 
of the League of Nations: 


ARTICLE I. 

“The action of the high con- 
tracting parties under the terms 
of this covenant shall be effected 
through the instrumentality of a 
meeting of a body of delegates 
representing the high contract- 
ing parties, of meetings at more 
frequent intervals of an execu- 
tive cour.cil, and of a permanent 
Miternational secretariat io be 
established at the seat of the 
league. 

ARTICLE IU. 

‘Meetings of the body of dele- 
gates shall be held at stated in- 
tervals and from time to time as 
oceasion may require for the 
purpose of dealing with matters 
within the sphere of action of 
the league. Meetings of the body 
of delegates shall be held at the 
seat of the league or at such 
other places as may be found 
convenient and shall consist of 
representatives of the high con- 
tracting parties. Each of the 
high contracting parties shall 
have one vote, but may have not 
more than three representatives 

Executive Council. 
ARTICLE Iil. 

‘The executive council shall 
consist of representatives of the 
United States of America, the 
British Empire, France, Italy 
and Japan, together with repre- 
sentatives of four other states, 
members of the league. The se- 
lection of these four states shall 
be made by the body of delegates 
on such principles and in such 
manner as they think fit. Pend- 
ing the appointment of these 
representatives on the other 
states, representatives of (blank 
left for names) shall #e mem- 
bers of the executive council. 

“Meetings of the council shal! 
be held from time to time as oc- 
casion may require and at least 
once a year at whatever place 
may be decided on, or failing 
any such decision, at the seat of 
the league, and any matter with- 
in the sphere of action of the 
league or affecting the peace of 
the world may be dealt with at 
such meetings 

“Invitations shall 
any Power to attend a meeting 
of the council at which such 
matters directly affecting its in- 
terests are to be discussed and 
no decision taken atanyv meeting 
will be binding on such Powers 
unless so invited. 

ARTICLE IV. 

“All matters of procedure at 
meetings of the body of dele 
gates or the executive council, 
including the appointment of 
committees to investigate par- 
ticular matters, shall be regulat 
ed by the body of delegates 01 
the executive council and may be 
decided by a majority of the 
states represented at the meet- 
ing. 

“The first meeting of the body 
of delegates and the executive 
council shall be summoned by 
the President of the United 
States of America. 

ARTICLE V. 

‘The permanent secretariat of 
the league shall be established 
at (blank), which shall consti- 
tute the seat of the league. The 
secretariat shall comprise such 
secretaries and staff as may be 
required, under the general di- 
rection and control of a secre- 
tary-general of the league, who 
shall be chosen by the Executive 
Council; the secretariat shall be 
appointed by the Secretary-Gen- 
eral subject to confirmation by 
the Executive Council. 

“The secretary-general shall 
act in that capagity at all meet- 
ings of the body of delegates or 
of the executive council. 

“The expenses of the secre- 
tariat shall be borne by the 
states members of the league in 
accordance with the apportion- 
ment of the expenses of the in- 
ternational bureau of the Uni- 
versal Postal Union. 

ARITCLE V1. 

“Representatives of the high 
contracting parties and officials 
of the league when engaged in 
the tlusiness of the league sha!! 
enjoy diplomatic privileges and 
immunities and the buildings 
occupied by the league or its 


be sent to 


officials or by representatives 
attending its meetings shall en- 
joy the benefits of extra-terri- 
toriality. 

How States Will Come In. 
ARTICLE VII. 
“Admission to the league of 
States not signatories to the 
covenant and not named in the 
protocol hereto as staies to be 
invited to adhere to the cove- 
nant, requires the assent of not 
less than two-thirds of the states 
represented in the body of dele- 
gates, and shall be limited to 
fully self-governing countries. 
including dominions and colo- 

nies. 

“No state shall be admitted to 
the league unless it is able to 
give effective guarantees of its 
sincere intention to observe its 
international obligations, and 
unless it shall conform to such 
principles as may be prescribed 
by the league in regard to its 
naval and military forces and 
armaments. 

ARTICLE VII. 

“The high contracting parties 
recognize the principle that the 
maintenance of peace wil! re- 
quire the reduction of nation! 
armaments to the lowest point 
consistent with national safety 
and the enforcement by conimoun 
action of international obliga- 
tions, having special regard to 
the geographical situation an‘d 
circumstances of each state: and 
the executive council shall for- 
mulate plans for effecting such 
reduction. The executive coun- 
cil shall also determine for the 
considcration and action of th: 
several governments whut mili- 
tary equipment and armament 
is fair and reasonabie in propor- 
tion to the scale of forces taid 
down in the program of disarm 
ament; and these limits. when 
adopted, shall nut be exceeded 
without permission of the exec 
utive council. 

“The high contracting parties 
agree that the manufacture by 
private enterprise of munitions

The admission of states not sig- 
matory to the covenant shall be 
with the assent of not less than 
two-thirds of the states represent- 
ing the body of delegates and shall 
be limited to fully self-governing 
countries. No state shal! be ad- 
mitted unless it give effective guar- 
antees to observe internationa! ob- 
ligations and unless it shall con- 
form to conditions prescribed by 
the league in regard to its naval!

The high contracting parties un- 
dertake to respect and preserve the 
territorial integrity and political 
independence of all states mem - 
bers of the league against ex- 
ternal aggression. In case of any 
such aggression or any threat of 
danger of such aggression the ex- 
ecutive counc!! shall advise upon 
the means by which the obligations 
of the members shall be fulfilled 

The high contracting parties 
reserve the right to take any ac- 
tion to safeguard the peace ot the 
mations in the case of war or 
threat of war. In case of disputes 
arising between them which ciplo- 
macy cannot adjust, the high con- 
tracting parties will not resort to 
war without submitting to arbi- 
tration or to an inquiry by the 
executive council and until three 
months after action by the ar- 
bitrators or the executive council. 

The executive council! shall for- 
mulate plans for the establishment 
of @ permanent court of interna- 
tional justice. 

Concerning armaments, the 
eovenant says that the malinte- 
mance of peace will require the 
reduction of national armaments 
to the lowest point consistent with 
national safety and the enforce- 
ment of international obligations 
by common action, the geograph- 
ical situations and circumstances 
of the various states being taken 
into account. 

The Executive Council shall fix 
the extent of armaments, and 
these shall not be exceeded with- 
out the permission of the coun- 
etl. 

It is agreed that the private 
manufacture of munitions and im- 
plements of war “lends itself to 
Brave objections.” The Executive 
Council is directed to give advice 
on the abatement of this evil. 

The contracting parties under- 
take not to conceal their ability 
to produce munitions and arma- 
ments, and agree on a full in- 
terchange of information as to 
military and naval programs. 

Action in Case of War. 

Article XVI provides that if any 
party break or disregard its cov- 
enants under Artic! XII, which 
provides for arbitration or inquiry 
by the Executive Council, it shall 
be deemed to have committed an 
act of war against all the other 
members who will take economic 
and financial measures against it. 
These measures will refer both to 
members of the league and those 
who are not members. 

In such a case jt will be the duty 
of the Executive Council to recom- 
mend the amount of naval military 
forces which each member of the 
league shall contribute to the 
armed forces necessary to protect 
the covenants of the league. 

The members of the league agree 
to mutually support one another 
financially and economically in 
any measure taken and also to af- 
ford passage through their terri- 
tory of any forces necessary to 
Carry out the covenants of the 
league.

“Certain communities former- 
ly belonging to the Turkish em 
pire have reached a stage of de- 
velopment in which rtSei; exist - 
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ence as independent nations can 
be provisionally recognized sub- 
ject to the rendering of admin- 
istrative advice and assistance by 
& mandatory power until such 
time as they are able to stand 
alone. The wishes of these 
communities must be a princi- 
pal consideration in the selec- 
tion of the mandatery power. 

“Other peoples, especially 
those of Central Africa, are at 
such a stage that the mandatory 
power must be responsible for 
the administration of the terri- 
tory subject to conditions which 
will guarantee freedom of con- 
science, of religion, subject only 
to the maintenance of public or- 
der and morals, the prohibition 
of abuses such as the _ siavre 
trade, the arma traffic and the 
liquor traffic, and the prevention 
of the establishment of fortifi- 
cations or military and naval 
bases and of military training of 
the natives for other than po- 
lice purposes and the defense of 
territory, and will also secure 
equal opportunities for the trade 
and commerce of other mem- 
bers of the league. 

“There are territories, such as 
southwest Africa and certain of 
the South Pacific Isles, which, 
owing to the sparseness of their 
population or their small size, 
or their remoteness from the 
centers of civilization or their 
geographical continuity to the 
mandatory state and other cir- 
cumstances, can be best admin- 
istered under the laws of the 
mandatory state as integral por- 
tions thereof, subject to the safe- 
guards above mentioned, in the 
interests of the indigenous popu- 
lation. 

“In every case of mandate the 
mandatory state shall render to 
the leage an annual report in 
reference to the territory com- 
mitted to its charge. 

“The degree of authority.

exercised by the mandatory state 
shall, if not previously agreed 
upon by the high contracting 
parties in each case, be.explecit- 
ly defined by the executive coun- 
cil in a special act or charter.
